plc'80 guilty to perjury, and I 
link this opportunity to clear my 
name of the implied charge, 
which , to me, my family, and 
my friends is far more serious.

"In the late summer of 1941 
I helped send Ted Miwa and his 
wife to Japan for the purpose 

'Ofking against the Tojo-led 
Japanese government, which 

four months later struck 
at Pearl Harbor.

JAPAN WAS THREAT 
I did this because I had a 

sincere belief thai militaristic Ja­ 
pan was a threat to freedom 
and democracy. I am not asham­ 
ed ol what I did. Even in the 
light of later developments I 
am sure my actions were in no 
ronse harmful to the United 
Slates.

"By indirection I have been 
accused of being the associate 
of a Soviet agent, Samuel Wit- 
ezak. Throughout my acquaint­ 
ance with this> man I was firm­ 
ly convinced that ho represent­ 
ed the Chinese Nationalist gov­ 
ernment, which had been fight­ 
ing a one-sided struggle with Ja­ 
pan since 1931. He spoke Chinese 
fluently, and was thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with China.

NOT AWARE OF 
CONNECTION*

"Perhaps he represented him­ 
self In his true colors to othei 
persons. I now have no doubt 
that he suited his story to what 
he judged wore his listener's 
sympathies. But I was not aware 
of his real connection until it 
was publicly disclosed in 1946.

"My denial before the grand 
jury was the result of confu­ 
sion and fear for my career. 
Hoping there was some way I 
eould correct my testimony, I 
immediately afterward went to 
two different attorneys, one of 
whom consulted the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation. I was ad­ 
vised that there seemed no way 
I could undo my mistake. 

WILLING TO PAY
"In pleading guilty today to a 

charge of perjury I have de­ 
clared my willingness to pay 
whatever 'penalty justice decrees. 
I want to re-emphasize strongly 
that my actions in 1941 were 
prompted only by an over-zeal­ 
ous desire to help stop the ag­ 
gressions of Japan. I want to 
make It clear that I was Ignor­ 
ant of any association except 
with the Chinese Nationalist gov­ 
ernment.

"I am not and have never 
been a Communist. I am as sin-' 
ccrely opposed to the actions 
and alms of the totalitarian So­ 
viet Union as I was opposed in 
1041 to the goals of fascist Ja­ 
pan." j——————IT
